Figures Changed 
In Paving Row Claim 
Mayor, Engineer 


MENLO PARK, April 15.—Falsi- 
fication of the assessment roll for 
the disputed Paraiso Park street 
work during the time it was on 
file in the city Clerk’s office was 
charged today by Mayor W. H. 
Weeden and City Engineer Bert J. 
Mehl. 

An investigation of the case by 
the district attorney’s office will 
be sought, according to Mayor 
Weeden. 

In two places—on the certificate 
of the engineer and on the first 
sheet of the assessment — the 
figure indicating the thickness of 
the “smulsified asphaltic wearing 


Those who assisted Dr. Gerlaugh | surface” of the paving has been 


erased and changed they declare. 
The new figure, written in ink, is” 
1% inches, instead of 2 inches. 

In a third place, however, on 
the legend of the assessment dia- 
gram which is incorporated in the 
roll the figure 2 was unchanged. 
In the two allegedly tampered 
lines the typed figure was visible 
by a magnifying glass under the 
inked figure. Meeden and Mehl, 
said. A carbon copy of the assess-- 
ment roll shows the figure 2 as it 
was originally typed, according to 
the two accusers. 

The alleged tampering with the 
roll was discovered Wednesday 
afternoon efter it had been re- 
turned to him for modification, 
Mehl declares. Both Mehl and 
Weeden expressed the belief that 
the change had been made at 
some time when the records were 
taken out of their filing place for 
‘nspection. 

The assessment roll was filed on 
January 14. Proceedings under 
this essessment were recently or- 
dered dropped, and on Tuesday 
night the council ordered the roll 
returned to Mehl for modification. 
On Wednesday morning as the roll 
was being taken out of the bank 
vault to be turned over to Mehl 
yhotegraps were taken of the as- 
sessment by a committee of Pa- 
raiso Park property owners who 
have been prctesting the work. 

The Paraiso Park street work 
has been strongly opposed by a 
of property owners, who 
have presented petitions declaring 
the work not to have been done in 
accordance with specifications and 
the assessment to have been 
faulty. Court action has been 
threatened. The street work was 
made one issue in this week’s city 
election in which Mayor Weeden 
and his running mate, E. H. Hart, 
were re-elected by a narow mar- 
gin—P. A. Times. 

The above matter is being investi- 
gated and a more detailed report 
will be forthcoming soon.
